{i One Ma Two U. S. Books - Probably, the most serious problem 
arising as a result of our committee's work, is the ultimate size of the book(s). 
James Curto is of the considered opinion that a "minimum of two reprint volumes 
is necessary, and that we should develop a historical approach with every past 
volume of The Numismatist contributing something.'' Vernon Brown is of the 
considered opinion that we should publish a series of booklets embracing reprints 
of articles in each field, so as to more adequately cover various subjects and 
categories. 





There must of necessity be a compromise embracing to some extent 
most of these ideas, and I believe this second draft of the hook comes close to 
filling the bill. It now contains about 590 pages, which is about 190 pages more 
than our original goal. Perhaps, it is better and cheaper to have. one large book, 
such as we now have; than two small books of F 350 pages, which will is increase ‘the 
price and restrict the distribution. 


It should also be noted that The Numismatist is not an inexhaustible 
storehouse of good articles, for already in many categories we have scraped the 
bottom of the barrel. Thus, further expansion may result in the book becoming 
unbalanced with too much space being devoted to subjects, such as tokens, where 
there are many fine articles; and not enough space and emphasis to United States 
coinage, a very important part of the book, where there is a marked shortage of 
articles. What are your ideas on this matter? 


5. Bibliography of Books - What books do you want added to or 
eliminated from the list at the end of each chapter? These lists are not intended 
to be complete or to meet the needs of specialists. They are provided for the 
general reader who may wish to pursue a subject further. You can help improve 
these lists by adding a few select books with which you are familiar.

6. A.N.A. "Introduction to Coin Collecting''- Shall we reprint the intro- 
duction contained in volume 61 of The Numismatist? It has been reprinted, but is 


no longer available from the A. N. A. It contains much essential information and fills 
a well-defined need as the opening chapter in our book. 


7. Committee Changes and Work - Glen Smedley has resigned due to pressure 


of other work. Harry Lessin, A. N. A. legal counsel, Allen Road, Norwalk, Conn., 
and Bryan Burke, school teacher, San Bernardino, California were appointed to 

our committee. The work of all committee members, including the new and old, is 
compiled in this draft. William Philpott has surveyed the first six volumes of 

The Numismatist and early issues prior to 1915 and submitted a list of articles 
included herein. He has reported nothing worthwhile for reprinting from the first 
six volumes. Philpott is also surveying and rating the paper money articles, but his 
work is not at hand and will be incorporated later. 


8. Ratings and Reprint Selections - A column is provided in the draft for 
each individual committee members ratings of articles using the following system: 


xxXX Excellent, first choice x Good, third choice 
XxX Fine, second choice 0 Not wanted 


_ A blank indicates no rating, because early issue, of The Numismatist were 
not available, lack of time, not familiar with the material, etc. Numerical ratings 
are also given when reported by committee members. Articles in the reprint list 
were selected on the basis of ratings or votes by individual committee members. 
The sequence of reprinting articles is indicated by the order in which they appear 
in various chapters. Top notch articles are not necessarily listed first. Jn nearly 
all cases the ratings clearly indicate the articles to be reprinted. In doubtful 
cases I] have used my judgment after reading and reappraising questionable articles. 
I have tried at least to include the first and second choice of articles of each com- 
mittee member. 


Each of us has received a copy of James Curto's general survey and 
selection of articles from The Numismatist. In my copy he assigned ratings to 
article, xxx, xx, x or no rating to some less desireable articles. Of the 143 
articles thus rated, 106 are included in this second draft. Other articles in 
his draft are not included because of low rating, conflict with articles rated 
higher by other committee members, duplication of material, etc. 


Charles Kappen has also made a general survey and selection of articles 
which is incorporated into this second draft. Many additional selections in various 
fields from every committee member are also included. Of necessity quite a few 
articles have been dropped from the first draft and from those submitted by other 
committee members, because they were uninteresting, marginal rated low, 
repetitious, etc. 


It is interesting to note how closely we are all in accord as shown by our 
ratings and selections of articles. There are, however, some cases where 
difference of opinion exists, which is to ke expected. This draft is truly a 
composite product of our joint effort. The compiling and coordinating of the 
committee's work has been time-consuming and exacting, and I hope everyone 
will be tolerant of my errors.

RE: Report on Detroit meetings of A.N.A. Reprint Advisory Committees, 
Publication Committee and the A.N.A. Executive Board 


As a result of a series of meetings on various phases of the A.N.A. book 
project during the Detroit CSNS convention, April 29 through May 1, I am happy 
to report the following developments and progress: 


Four volumes of reprints will definitely be published by Whitman Publish- 
ing Company, embracing two ''U. S."' books, one ''Ancient and Medieval" book and 
one ''Modern Foreign" book. 


The work of selecting, rating and assembling 650 pages of articles for two 
books of U. S. reprints has been completed by the U. S. Reprint Advisory Com- 
mittee, and the material turned over to the Reprint Publishing Committee for 
editing which will be completed during the month of June. 


The work of selecting, rating and assembling 325 pages of articles for the 
"Ancient and Medieval'' volume is about completed. A second draft of this volume 
will not be mailed to committee members, instead a dummy volume, embracing 
clipped articles from The Numismatist, etc. is being circulated for suggestions 
and improvements. This dummy will be delivered to the Reprint Publishing Com- 
mittee about June Ist for editing and will then go to the publisher for printing after 
the U. S. books. 


The work of selecting, rating and assembling 325 pages of articles for 
‘Modern Foreign'' volume is well along, but still needs more work. This volume 
will be the last book published and will follow the other three. Here again a 
second draft will not be prepared; instead, a dummy is being circulated for 
suggestions and improvements. 


Editorial Work, including A.N.A. Story, Preface and Dedication, for 
all four volumes will be done by Dick Yeoman and Elston Bradfield, two members 
of the Reprint Publishing Committee, who are now working on the two U. S. volumes 
and are eminently qualified for the job. 


Publicity and Advertising will start in The Numismatist and other numis- 
matic publications with a series of stories about the books of reprints, etc. 
under the direction of Elston Bradfield, Editor, and Glen Smedley, Asst. Editor 
on The Numismatist. These stories will be followed by Whitman Publishing Co. 
advertising in numismatic publications and normal trade channels. 


Distribution will first be made to A.N. A. members by the A.N.A. at a pre- 
publication price of about $1.00 less than the retail price with a limit of one copy 
of each book to each A.N.A. membership. Thereafter, distribution will be handled 
through Whitman's normal trade channels. 


Price of Books - A.N.A. Executive Board voted to keep the price low by 
not requiring the addition of a royalty to the publisher's cost. At present our goal 
is to have each book retail at a price of less than $4.00. 


Selected Bibliography of additional articles, which we have selected from 
The Numismatist and a list of select books, under the heading, ''For Further 
Reading" will be included in the four volumes, except that the list of books will 
be omitted from the 'Ancient and Medieval" and "Modern Foreign" volumes, because 
bibliographical lists are nearly always included with the articles reprinted in these 
two categories. 


Title of Books - still open and undecided. At the present the following titles 
are being considered for the four volumes: 


1, Selected Reprints from The Numismatist. 
2. Selections from The Numismatist 


3. Coin Collectors Treasurery 
(Selections from The Numismatist) 


4. Coin Collector's Selections from The Numismatist 


Several comments have been made to the effect that the use of the words 
"Coin Collector" in the title (1) limits the scope of the work to coins and (2) 
lowers or depreciated the science of numismatics to the level of coin collecting. 
Other comments to the effect that the word ‘'reprints'' indicates a weakness with 
nothing original or new in the books. Please mail me any further ideas for the 
title that occur to you. 


Updating and Footnotes were discussed and it was decided to omit all 
footnotes and stay strictly with a reprint job. The volumes will not be numbered 
from one to four to indicate they are part of a series, but descriptive sub-titles 
will be used. 


Agreement for Publication and Distribution of books between Whitman Pub- 
lishing Company and the A.N.A. will be incorporated into a Signed letter agree- 
ment which is now being prepared by the A.N.A. counsel with the help and advice 
of the A.N.A. Executive Board and the undersigned. 


A.N.A. President Dodson and the A.N.A. Executive Board have expressed 
their sincere appreciation to all committee members for the fine and thorough 
job done by our Reprint Advisory Committees. As chairman of our committees 
I also wish to express my deep and sincere gratitude for the tremendous contribu- 
tions and splendid cooperation of everyone. It has been a pleasure to join with so 
many distinguished numismatists in producing our labor of love, and to join in send- 
ing forth our composite product to take its place as a significant contribution to 
numismatic literature.
